Jere. Black, of Pennsylvania, ex-Delegate 
Cannon and Delegate Caine are opposing be­ 
fore the Judiciary Committee favorable action 
upon this, to them, hostile legislation. Judge 
Black will on Thursday next complete an ex­ 
haustive argument begun by him several days 
ago, against the power of Congress to enact 
the_ proposed laws. 
Pencoylvania’s great 
jurist maintains th at CoDgrees has no right to 
regulate the internal affairs of a Territory, 
where laws not in contravention of the Con­ 
stitution are enacted for local self-govern­ 
ment. 
A member of the committee is au­ 
thority for the statem ent th at it will, at an 
early dry, report an anti-r olygamy bill as a 
sub^ituie for those pending before it.

W a s h i n g t o n , January 30th.—B ut little 
was glined by the discussion of the tariff bill 
in either the House or Senate to-day.

obtained.

Senate Bill 90, by Mr. Johneon, embraces 
several municipal charters. 
One of these 
is for cities of the class in which Sacra­ 
mento ia placed. 
In mo3t respects it is 
superior, and in some inferior to the exist­ 
ing one. 
It is a better charter, in that it 
is briefer, and brings local government 
closer to the people, which is always de­ 
sirable. 
Instead of specifically detailing 
all the methods to be employed, and all the 
minuta? in the collection and disbursement 
of taxes, the valuation and condemnation 
of property and the prosecution of public 
works, the duties of all the subordinate of­ 
ficers and the exact methods they shall 
employ in discharge cf their trusts, it sets 
out the general principles upon which the 
city government is to be conducted and 
leaves to the local legislature the task of 
specifying by ordinance details for the ac­ 
complishment of desired ends. 
Save in 
two respects it does not materially change 
our present form of government or make 
any radical departures from the system 
now observed. 
It is very much more sim­ 
ple than our present charter, and there 
can 
scarcely 
be 
any 
misapprehen­ 
sion 
of 
its 
chief 
provisions. 
With one or two exceptions it confers 
upon the local legislature all the rights, 
privileges and powers it now possesses. 
Of all the present boards and commissions 
it retains only the legislative body and the 
Board of Education, placing the police, 
fire, water and street departments directly 
under the control of a Board of Aldermen. 
The city can pass from its present to tbe 
proposed new form of government with 
the minimum of friction. Thus much is 
to beBaidforthe Johnson charter. 
Fora 
board of three salaried trustees represent­ 
ing the heads of independent departments, 
it substitutes a board of seven unsalaried 
Aldermen, and in this respect is objection­ 
able as enlarging the political arena in 
which contests for local patronage may be 
carried on. 
Sacramento has tried the 
Aldermanic scheme and abandoned it. 
The new charter fails to give us a Board of 
Health, or to affirmatively confer the 
power the city now has to enforce sanitary 
regulations. 
Even if the general laws are 
to l>e taken as sufficient in this respect, 
bnt which cannot be admitted, the police 
powers of the municipality in that regard 
should be explicitly affirmed and defined in 
its charter, as it is one of the most essential 
and difficult branches of city government. 
It is doubtful if under the new plan the 
present City Dispensary can be maintained. 
The charter does not recognize distinctly 
the right to collect harbor dues. 
There is 
provision for the election of a Mayor, 
Alderm en, Police Judge, Attorney, Asses­ 
sor and School Directors. 
There is to be 
an Auditor, Treasurer, Superintendent of 
Streets, Tax and License Collector and a 
Water Rate Collector, who, with other in­ 
ferior oHiocre, are to be chosen by the 
Aldermen after nomination by the Mayor, 
except that the School Superintendent is 
to be chosen by the School Directors. 
The 
Mayor is to be the head of the Executive 
Department, and to have special supervi­ 
sion of the Police Department. 
Salaries 
a/e placed at probably the lowest living 
rate ; the Mayor, Tax Collector, Water 
Rate Collector ar.d Street Superintendent, 
$1,200 each ; Police Judge and Assessor, 
$1,800 ; Attorney, Auditor and School Su­ 
perintendent, $1,500, and Treasnrer, $1,000. 
Taxation is limited to a road poll tax of $2 
on males between 21 and 00 years of age, 
a levee and water front tax of 20 cents, and 
a property tax of $1, distributed, 50 cents 
to the general fund and 25 cents each to tbe 
road and school funds. 
Expenditures are 
not to exceed the amount on hand in the 
fund liable, except after submission to the 
people of the question of a special tax. Ho 
reference ia made to the present indebted­ 
ness, or methods for its discharge. 
Ex­ 
penditures for improvements in exceBS of 
$500 are to be made only on contracts let 
by bids. 
An excellent provision is that 
which leaves the city free to set up her own 
system of street improvements, and fur the 
levy and collection of taxes therefor, as 
also the power given to provide her own 
system for the levy and collection of all 
taxes, with tbe proviso that the system 
shall conform as nearly’ as possible to the 
tax collection methods of the general laws 
of the State. 
Such in brief are the salient 
points of the proposed new charter. 
It 
should receive very close analysis on the 
part of the present officials, and be exam­ 
ined with care by the people generally, for 
evidently where there is room for improve­ 
m ent the Legislature will give heed to the 
citizens for whose benefit it ia intended.

THE OVERSHADOW! JQ QUESTION. 


No one who has given attention to the 
irrigation debates in committee, now pend­ 
ing, can fail to ba impressed with the fact 
that the one question rising superior to all 
others now before the Legislature is the 
irrigation problem. The meeting last night 
made it clear, as one of the speakers put it, 
that tho agricultural future of this State 
depends upon irrigation. 
It was there held 
that recognition and maintenance of claims 
of riparian ownership, iu excess of use of 
water for domestic purposes, or the up­ 
holding of the absolute claims to water 
under the law of appropriation, means the 
abandonment of all bops for a comprehen­ 
sive system of irrigation. 
In bills now 
pending tbe claim is made that a just and 
equal distribution of the waters, according 
to the needs of irrigable lands, may be 
secured. 
The mcaa3 of attaining this 
end are varied, the chief being condemna­ 
tion of and compensation for possible 
vested rights ; legislative declaration by 
the State, in accordance with the Consti­ 
tution, that all the water of the State is a 
public use ; denial that the doctrine of 
riparian rights, as defined by the English 
common law, applies to California ; denial 
of the doctrino of prior appropriation. 
These í s s u c b can be adequately treated in 
no limited space, but it is sufficient to say 
that the subject was never before so clearly 
and fully presented to a legislative body in 
California, and if the present houses shall 
rise to the level of its importance, they will 
prove themselves such benefactors that all 
their shortcomings will sink into utter in­ 
significance. 
The statements made by the 
State Engineer to the meeting give em­ 
phasis to this conclusion : “ Oar average 
rainfall in the valleys is less'than that in 
great irrigation districts of the world. 
With a comprehensive system the lands 
will invite and support a population of 150 
to the square mile ; without it they are 
not equal to the support of ten. The ques­ 
tion concerns all the interior valleys, with­ 
out exception. 
No lands like ours will 
produce as have ours for twenty years 
longer without irrigation. 
The future of 
the State depends upon the ultimate radi­ 
cal modification of the doctrines held by 
riparian owners and appropriators.”

There has been some inquiry for Mexican 
dollars, and to-daj’a steamer for Hongkong 
takes a large consignment, most of which 
was shipped by the Bank of California. 
Regular commercial loans vary from 7 to 10 
per cent., while call loans on prime securities 
can be had at 5(2:6. Money on city real estate 
is free at 6 per cent., which ia practically 4 
per cent, to the borrower, under the present 
law iu relation to the mortgage tax. Domes­ 
tic exchange is better.

Merced, January 30th.—A haul of six 
tramps was made here this morning at an 
early hour by Sheriff Meany. They hadbeeu 
beating their way down on a freight train in 
a box car, and when near town the conductor 
locked them in, and as the train reached here 
a little before daylight, thinking them safe, 
the conductor waited for daylight before wak­ 
ing the cfficers.

At the solicitation of the wounded 
men, the pursuers wrote a note stating that 
they had wounded and captured Nay and 
Hawley, and it would be useless for them to 
attempt resistance, for they were already 
su-rounded. 
This note was tent to the 
stockade by a messenger, and the three re­ 
maining robters soon appeared at the door, 
leaving their arms behind them. They weie 
then ironed and taken to Deseret, arriving 
there late last night. Ihe names and ages of 
the five men are as follows: Frank Francis, 
aged 40 years; Frank Hawley, aged 28;

THE LEGISLATURE. 


Long Fesslons In Both Houses—A Field 
Day in the Assembly—The Industrial 
Ixhlbltlcn Bill Ordered Engrossed 


Yesterday was a lively one in the Legislature. The 
Senate met at 10 A. M., with Lieutenant-Governor 
Daggett in the chair. 
Dudley of Solano presented a petition from citi­ 
zens of So'ano, urging the poisage of the game law 
introduced by Danigan. 
Baldwin of Son Joaquin introduced a petition 
asking for tbe construction of a bridge over the 
middle fork of the Son Joaquin river. 
The Committee on Public Buildings reported 
favorably on S. B. 72, but rec mmended its amend­ 
ment, to the efffctthat the appropriation be reduced 
from 135,000 to $20,000. (This bill provides for the 
establishment at Folsom of a hospital for tbe con­ 
finement of the criminal insane at pre9eDt in tbe 
:i3ylums at Stockton and Napa.] 
Tbe fame conirr itt- 1: also reported against the 
passage of S. B. 157, which provides that the salaries 
of the watchmen about the State Capitol shall be 
increased from $75 per month to $125. 
The following communication from the Governor 
was recy ved and read : 
“ I have this day appointed Walter Tumbuli, of 
San Francisco, Major General Commanding Division 
National Guard of Col forma, vice W. 11. L. Barnes, 
resigned. Also William H. Dimond, of San Francis­ 
co. as Brigadier-General of the Second Brigade, N. 
G. C., vice himself, resigned. 
Also Charles Cad- 
waiader, of Tehama county, as Brigadier-General of 
the Fifth Brigade, N. G. C., vice himseif, resigned. 
Also Joseph G. Wall, of Del Norte county, as Briga­ 
dier-General of the Sixth Brigade, N. G. C., vice 
himself, not confirmed." 
After a lively and amusing discussion the further 
consideration of the me -sage went over until to-day 
immediately after the reading »f the journal. 
Kelly of Solano introduced a bill taking the ap­ 
pointment of aeeistant. counsel from the Board of 
Supervisors and giving it to the Disirict Attorney. 
Perry introduced a bill to establish a Slate Board 
of Forestry and Parks, which legislates the Yosemite 
Commissioners out of office. 
Several other bills of minor impórtanos were in­ 
troduced. 
At the afternoon sessi n the entire file was cleared 
up, and S. B.’a 80, 122, 13, 22 and 29 passed. 
McClure’s amendment to Section 19 of Article XI. 
of the Constitution was passed, after a lively discus­ 
sion, by a vote of 26 ayes to 5 noes. 
English’s bill relating to the public lands of the 
State was defeated. 
McClure’s bill allowing husband and wife to testify 
agaitif* each other in cases of bigamy ltd to a pro­ 
tracted discussion aud drew out the finest speeches 
made so far this session. 
Me lure, Johnson and 
Cross favored the bill, and Reddy, Kellv of Solano 
aud Spencer of Napa opposed it. The hill fsiled to 
pass by a vote of 17 ayes to 15 noes—not beiug the 
constitutional number iu the affirmative. McClure 
gave notice of a motion to reconsider. 
The Senate adjourned to meet at 10 A. V. to-day. 
The Assembly met at 10 A. M.,with Speaker LaKue 
in the chair. 
Wharton’s bill to provide for the appropriation by 
the State of the waters of all rivers, lakes and flow­ 
ing streams, other than navigable waters, for the 
purposes cf irrigation, milling, etc., which was the 
special order for 10 o’clock, was postponed until 
Friday at 11 o’clock A. vt. 
Clark presented a petition asking that the law be 
amended so that shad may he caught at -all times 
when salmon may. 
Barry presented a memoria! from Local Assembly 
1,390, Knights of Labor, favoring the establishment 
of a Labor Bureau and the passage of laws for 
the printing of a series of text-books and the estab­ 
lishment of a State bindery. 
Various committees reported back bills. 
Parker, tfrom the Committee on F.lections, re­ 
ported back the [tapers and documents in the con 
tested election case of Townsend Woods vs. Ihomas 
F. 
Farr, for a seat in the Assembly from Monterey 
county. The report sit forth at length the claims 
i f the contestant and finally his withdrawal from 
the contest through liis counsel. The committee 
recommended that the sitting member retain his 
seat. The report of the committee was adopted. 
Campbell introduced a resolution, which was 
adopted, returning the thanks of tho Assembly to 
the firm of Sumner, Whitney A Co., of San Fran­ 
cisco, fi r a present to each individual member of a 
set of Codes. There is no law to prevent legislators 
accepting presents from book publishers. 
Browu introduced a bill to amend Section 344 of 
the Code of Civil Procedure, so as to read as fol­ 
lows : “ Iu an action brought to recover a balance 
due upon an open and current account, the cause of 
action is deemed to have accrued from the time of 
the last item proved in the account.” 
Flynn tntnxiuced the old bill to pay James Kan- 
novan, George Carlisle aud George Sitiscn, for dis­ 
tinguished services rendered aud money laid out by 
them in behalf of tile State of California in 1850, 
in the suppression of the Indian hostilities at San 
Diego. 
Hughes introduced a bill providing for the ap 
pointmeot of Boards of Health by the Mayors of 
cities, and Chairmen of Boards of Supervisors, to 
hold office for tho term of fun years—appointments 
to be made immediately after the pusagj of the 
bill. 
F,arley introduced a proposed amendment to Sec­ 
tion 9 of Article IX of the Constitution, so as tv 
put tlte State I'nivcrsity under the control of the 
Legislature. 
Cutter introduced a proposed amendment to the 
Constitution, by adding a new section to Article 
IV., permitting special legislation by a two-third 
vote of all tho members elected to each house. 
Carv introduced a bill making an appropriation of 
$15.000 for the preservation aud iorprov cmcnt of the 
grounds and buildings of the State University at 
Berkeley. 
Harvcv introduced a hill to amend Section 3747 
of the Political Code so as to read as follows : 
The notice must specify the office of tbe Collector 
as the place where taxes may be paid 
to repeal 
Section 3748 and to amend Section 3749 so as toread 
as follows : “ The Uutie i in every ease must be 
published fer at least two weeks in the official paper 
of the county, if there is one, or if there is not., 
then by causing the same to be ported in time- pub­ 
lic plac s in each township of the county for the 
same period.” 
THE INDUSTRIAL BUILDING. 
De»ty’s bill to authorize the erection of a State 
Agricultural and Industrial Exhihiticn building on 
the State C ipitol grounds crmo up as the special or­ 
der of the day at 11 o’clock, the question being upon 
the second reading cf the bill. 
Speaker Larue, leaving called the speaker pro 
tem. to the chair, took the floor, and expressed the 
hope that the bill would be allow, d a second read 
ing. 
It was a matter cf great importance to ail 
the great industries of the State, 
lie called atten­ 
tion to the great favor with which all industrial ex­ 
hibitions had been.viewtd of late. 
Mathews of San Benito spoke earnestly in favor 
of the bill. He had understood that the bill was to 
be amended su that no money should be paid out o( 
the state Treasury until the c tv and county of Sac­ 
ramento lul l collected aud paid in the $40,000 pro­ 
posed to be given by them. lie believed that wo 
should have a central institution at the State Capi­ 
tal where the farmers, miners, mechanics, horticult­ 
urists, viticulturists and all others could display 
the products of the State, and couid meet together 
and exchange views. 
He did not expect that many 
of the people of his county could come here, but 
some wuuld come, and they would carry home in­ 
formation io the others. There was no encourage­ 
ment to tho people to bring their producís to the 
state Fair unless they were sure of a proper place to 
display them. 
He believed that the appropriation 
of this sir.all amount of money for this purpose 
would return to Hie people of the State an hundred 
fold in benefits. 
Doty of Sacramento said: “ Mr. Chairman, Id o 
not want to take up the time of this House, hut, 
believing that this is a critical time iu the history 
of this measure that I take great interest in, I feel 
that I would not t e doing my duty to the people of 
Sacramenta county, who saw fit to place me in this 
honorable position, if 1 did not make every effort 
within my power to mort the wishes of the people 
of this oounty upon this subject. And when I 
speak for the people of Sacramento county, who 
have promised to dv so much to advance the inter­ 
ests of airicu’ture and the interests of the State, 
who have pledged themselvis to accomplish as much 
in that direction as they ask from the State, I be­ 
lieve I speak the sentiments of agricultural men all 
over the State if California—men who havé bren 
interested in this great industry—that they have 
not hod that attention paid to them in the past, by 
legislation and by appro, nation, and by the foster­ 
ing of these industries, that they should have had. 
We c me to this pvople to-day, and ask them to look 
at this measure in its right light, believing that in 
the history of California there will be shown in the 
future the grandtst and most stupendous interest in 
this line that will be shown is any State in this 
Union. I believe that tho time is coming when our 
beautiful climate, our rich soil, and the many in­ 
ducements that we have to induce people to come 
here and settle among us, will make these valleys 
teem with fatness, and the beautiful mountain slopes 
and hillsides to become the homes of many hsppy 
families.” He spoke at length of the future of the 
State, 
and of 
the 
necessity of fostering all 
of tho industries of the 
State, as the only- 
wise 
statesmanship. 
Tnis. building 
was not 
alone 
for 
the 
encouragement of agricultural 
interests, hut for ull of the other great iuterests 
of 
tho 
State. 
The 
farmers of 
the 
State 
and the eons of farmers should be educated up to 
that standard which will m ike the State happy and 
prosperous. 
He believed in the generosity of the 
people of this S ate and that they were in favor of 
every appropriation that will make tho State re- 
spec.able and will he beueficial to us as a peop'e. 
Let this appropriation be marie, and tiie people of 
Sacramento W ill see to it that the building is com­ 
pleted and kept ia such a condition that the people 
of the whole State would be glad to visit it at each 
state Fair. 
It would oring about that feeling of 
harmonv between the people of the valleys and the 
hills that always comes front closer associations and 
better knowledge of eaelt other. 
Leverson opposed the hill on the ground that ail 
exhibitions should stand on their own merits with­ 
out any State aid. 
lie said that lie was not blind to 
the immense benefit' of these exhibitions, hut 
c'aimed that they should be paid for by private 
persons. 
Coleman faveired tho passage ef the bill as one for 
the benefit of the whole State. 
He pointed ont that 
firms like that of Prescott, Scott & Co., of San 
Francisco, were unable to pr. periy display their 
manufactures iu the present pavilion, anti conse­ 
q u e n t l y exhibited in one place while others were 
exhibiting in another. He held that all of the ex- 
hihitors cf the state should be brought together, 
and to this end a suitable place should tie provided 
where there would he proper space for all. This 
budding was for the display of the products of ail 
the great industries of the State, and not of agri­ 
culture alone. 
Ri an of Sacramento spoke warmly in favor cf the 
bill. 
He recited the proposal of Sacramento county 
to give $40,u«0 if the State would give $40,000 for 
the erection of this building. 
He hoped that there 
a’as no member of the bouse who was narrow­ 
minded enough as to vote against the bill because he 
lived at a dioance from the Capital. 
Stephens spoke in favor of the bill. He said that 
the Constitution of the State provided for legislation 
in aid of agricultural interests, and held that this 
was a very important step in the development of the 
agricultural interests of the Statt. 
If nothing of 
this kind was done, it would not be carrying out the 
views of the people as expressed in tho adoption of 
tt e Constitution. 
LaKue spoke at length in favor of the bill, giving 
something of a hirorjr of the organ;zation and 
struggles of the St ite Agricultural Society. 
It was 
first incirpirated under the laws of the Slate. The 
D rectors had served during the piet twenty-six 
vears without pay, not ev- n draw.ng p'V for n i esge 
"or other cxjienses. The Society was started ahead 
of its time, and had had a hanl time to keepin ex. 
istence. 
i he ci v of S-icram -ntu had given to the 
xtate Agricu'tnr.l Society a splendid 
piece ot 
ground, on which ha-i been arected fine buildings 
aud stables fur the accommodation of stock worth 
some $20,0OJ or $25,0' 0 All the prop-n y of the 
3 ate Agricultural Society |had be>-n turned over 
to the S ate, and with it the gifts of Sacramento. 
The sto k depirtmeut had been a very nttraotive 
feature < t the state Fairs, hut it was now desired to 
make the exhibitions oi the other products of the 


State more Interesting. To do this a suitable building 
most be erected where every industry of the State 
could be represented in tbe great annual exhibition 
held at the capital city. The bill did not ask the 
State to appropriate one dollar for the benefit of any 
one except the State. 
It simply provided that the 
SUte should invest $40,000 for its own benefit, and 
receive a like sum as a donation from Sacramento 
county. 1 his investment would bring back to the 
State a profit of an hundred fold. He spoke of the 
popularity and the great benefits arising from these 
industrial exhibitions. He cited the great colton 
exposition at Atlanta, Ga., which he had attended 
showing how much it had done to bring the people 
ef the North and South toge her. The peop'e of 
this SUte knew verv little cf the actions of their 
neighbors. 
He had be-n surprised on visiting the 
San Joaquin vallty to see the labor-saving machin­ 
ery in uae there. 
Cutter of Yuba made a pointed speech in faror of 
the bilJ. 
He called attention to the fact that it was 
proposed to erect this building and have it ready 
for use at the next State Fair. The Triennial Con­ 
clave of the Grand Encampment of Knights Tem­ 
plar of the United States was to be held here in Au­ 
gust, and would bring to this coast prohablv 50,- 
ÜÍ0 people, who would visit the State Fair. These 
people represented many of the be*t citizens of the 
United States, who would take this opportunity et 
examining into the resources of the State with a 
view to future residence here. The erection cf this 
building would provide a suitable place for the ex­ 
hibition of the products of the State, and the bene­ 
fits derived frt m it would exceed the expenditure 
many times. 
Nicol of Tuolumne would vote for the bill, pro­ 
vided it would Saltlo the irrepressible conflict be­ 
tween the farmers and miners ; otherwise, he would 
not. 
Kerrick insisted that the buildin? was to be for 
the benefit of all tbe great industries of the State, 
and not for the farmers alone. 
The bill was ordered read a second time by a vote 
of 44 ayes to 17 noes. 
Tbe Assembly went into Committee of the Whole, 
and amended tbe bill so as to provide that the 
building should not cost more than 880,000, and that 
no monev should be paid out of the Treasury under 
the Act until the $40,000 on the part of the county 
of Sacramento should be collected and paid in. 
Johnston of Napa and Weaver.introauced amend­ 
ments to destroy the usefulness of the bill and 
created great delay thereby, but they were prompt­ 
ly voted down when a vote was reached. 
Doty said it was a plain paoposition. If the As­ 
sembly did not want to accept the proposition let 
them vote il down. There was no use in trying to 
kill the bill by any such practice as was being em­ 
ployed by its opponents. 
The committee rose, and the Assembly took a re­ 
cess. After recess the Assembly again went into 
Committee of the Whole, and continued the con­ 
sideration of the bill. It was finally reported back, 
with a recommendation that it pass. 
fctewart moved to refer the bill to the Committee 
on Public Expenditures. 
Granger, Doty, Irwin and Murdock spoke against 
the motiou, and in favor of the bill. 
The bill was ordered cDgrossed by vote of 39 ayes 
to 27 noes. 
A message w’as received from the Governor an­ 
nouncing his approval of the bill appropriating 
monej f<»r the support of the State printing office. 
Cutter’s bill relating to parties to action was made 
the special order for to morrow at 2:30 p. m. 
. 
Thu Assembly adjourned to meet at 10 A. M. to­ 
day. 
COMMITTEES ON IRRIGATION. 
A public meeting of the Assembly Committees 
on Irrigation and Water Right* and Drainage was 
held in the Assembly Chamber last evening, for tbe 
puipose of listeuiug to discussion* of the question 
of irrigation by prominent gentlemen wno have 
rinde a study of the subject. The meeting was 
called to order by Beard of ^Stanislaus, w’ho nomi­ 
nated as Chairman of the meeting Mathews of San 
Benito, who was eleeted, took th i chair aud stated 
the object of the meetiug. 
Ex Surveyor-General Sliar.klin was called upon, 
and addressed the meeting. 
Ha said that what was 
said at tho meeting a few nights ago proved that all 
were deeply interested in the question of irrigation. 
The greatest good to the greatest number was .a 
principle that ought to prevail, and that all men 
should bo equal b“fore the law, was another princi­ 
ple upon which this question should be settled. One 
of the great questions to be decided was whether 
vested rights had been acquired. If these appro­ 
priations had been acciuired m spite of law, then 
there is no vested right*, and it docs not take a 
Court long to determine that fact. Tho people liv­ 
ing in the southern part of the State, knowing what 
the wants of the State were, had a law passed as 
early as 1854, and ninc-tenth3 of the lawyers of 
the 
State 
today 
do 
not 
know 
that 
there is any such law on the 
st ttute book. 
It was piesed upon the principle that all the 
ditches aud the use of tbe water thall be public 
property, and that the water shall be distributed ac­ 
cording to the wants of the people. That principle 
had betn engrafted upon sixteen counties in this 
State. How cjuld a general law interfere with theie 
special laws ? He was one of those who went into 
the mines and remained there for many years. The 
rule among the miners was to go and take all the 
water they wanted, upon the princip e that the first 
come should be first eerved. Ho and other miners, 
a9 the value tf the mines decreased, went down into 
the southern portions * f the State and took up 
water as they had done in tbe mountains, not know­ 
ing anything about the existing laws applicable to 
the valleys. He held that they were violators of the 
law, and acquired no rights by such appropriations. 
He favored adopting the principle of the Constitu­ 
tion that the use of nil waters should be public use, 
and that the waters shall be distributed to the peo­ 
ple in proportion t> their wants. He considered 
the special laws referred to the proper basis for a 
general law. 
State Engineer Hall next addressed the commit­ 
tee, holding that t*.is was about to become the most 
important question before the people of the fetate. 
It was not a loc.U question, but one of great State 
importance. In Fresno, Tulire and Kein counties 
appropriations of water had been made, but there 
were on record only claims that do not designate 
what the claim actually ia. There were three classes 
of conflicts already that ought to be settled. The 
main one was the confhct between the riparian pro­ 
prietors and the would-be irrigator*. He held th »t 
if riparian rights were done away with at one stroke, 
vyithout any o her legislation, the result would be 
a water monopoly, whuh wrould be worse than any 
other monopoly from which the people could suffer. 
He cited the system in France, where the rights of the 
riparian owner are protected while the lands are 
irrigated. While the works were not built or owned 
.by the Government, still it was all done under the 
direction of the Government. Irrigation can be 
carried on in this State without totally overthrowing 
the riparian right, though it. would be a slower pro­ 
cess, and would restrict the riparian right very 
materially. According to his idea the solution of 
the irriga:ion problem would have to be sradual. 
Tne first step to bctiken in the solution of thi* 
question—setting aside the riparian rights difficulty 
—is to determine and make of record the extent of 
the sever U appropriations. To this end he would 
propose that each appropriator of water shall bo 
required to file, semi-annually, with the Recorder of 
the county in which the diversion is made for the 
appropriation, a statement, under oath, acc« rding 
to a prefixed standard of measure, of the amount of 
water that he has diverted each month. This coul 1 
be done bv this Legislature and would put an end 
to much litigation. The next step would be to pro 
vide for the organ:zition of districts of irrigators or 
water claimants in such a way as to do away with 
the conflicts that arise in the distribution of water. 
Great c.ire, however, must be used in the organiza­ 
tion of irrigation districts. The State might be 
divided into hydrographic districts, e.»ch of which 
miüht i’.clude several irrigation districts. The?e 
hydrographic district* could never come in corifl et 
with each other. These district* should be under 
the direction of a Board eVcted by the people of the 
district, who &huu!d se.tle all disputes between 
claimants. 
A. J. Griffith, cf Fresno, who had been sent up by 
the people of his dis.rict, next addressed the com­ 
mittee. Ho wti* pleased with the idea of the State 
Engineer for dividing the State into hydrographic 
districts, but it would take some time to do that. 
The people of Southern California did not desire 
to deprive any oae of his rights without a just and 
fair remuneration. They did Jnofc desire to antafco- 
ize the riparian owners, or snatch from them what 
jus ly belongs to them ; but they canno*. help enter­ 
tain:» g the opiniou that the rij arian owners do not 
own any more water, under tho law* cf this State 
and the law* of Congress of 18C6, and under the de­ 
cisions of the Supreme Court of this State, than 
they have been accustomed to use iu their house­ 
holds anil for stock purpose*. It was a grave ques­ 
tion whether the State oucht not to condemn these 
riparian righ s for the public use. 
He drew a glow­ 
ing picture of Fresno county under irrigation. The 
condemnation of private property fur public use 
was a verv common thing, ana he could see no rea­ 
son why that right should not bo exercised for the 
benefit of such importa t intere.- ts. 
Mr. Lynill, of Los Angeles, briefly addressed the 
committee. He held that th’s Legislature could do 
a great deal of good by repealing the last chapter of 
the Civil Code relating to water rights, which vro- 
vides : “ The rights of riparian owners are not effect 
ed bv the provisions of this title.” This would leave 
the law so that all ought to be satisfied, and perpet 
uate the doctrine that he who is fifat in time is first 
in right. He was opposed to the condcmnafc on cf 
these riparian rights under the right cf eminent 
domain. 
Mr. Shar.klin opposed this view cf the ease 
stou’ly, aud insisted on the passage of some such 
bid as’that introduced in tbe Assembly by Wharton 
and in the Senate by Whitney, which would do 
equal justice to rich and poor alike. 
F. J. Clark, of Tulare, followed in favor of a 
broad declaration that the use of the waters of the 
State is a public use. He wanted nd halt-way 
measure*. 
-• 
Senator Reddy next addressed the committee. 
It 
was very easy to get around the question of riparian 
rights. He thought the bill introduced in the As- 
fembly by Wharton would dif pose of that question. 
He did not think that bill was perfect, but it con­ 
tained the right idea. 
He did not propose to con­ 
demn . all the water of the riparian owner. He 
simply proposed to condemn the surplus, or that 
portion which the riparian owner has always claimed 
the right to waste. 
prior appropriators were 
wanted. 
Let the claims of both be condemned, and 
let them both he paid according to their merit3 ai d 
put them upon the same footing a* t verv other citi­ 
zen. Let the irrivators manage the districts f< r 
themselves. 
Let the State limply p. «sgcneral law*, 
lea ing the details to the district-. He would sub­ 
mit a bill to the committee to-nighfc. 
Judge North, of Fresno, spoke briefly. He was 
surprised to see the unanimity of eeutimcQt ex­ 
pressed. He thought that under the Constitution 
the solution of this question was easy through wise 
legislati' n. Ho thought the State Engineer b3d laid 
the foundation for legislation under which the rights 
of all could be protected 
G. A Heinlen, au attorney of San Francisco, ap­ 
peared on behalt of riparian owners, and informed 
the committte that they could not take away the 
vested rights of the riparian owners. The Courts 
had decided that these vested rights could not be 
disturbed. Fifty million dollars would not sweep 
away these rights. 
Mr. Dickson, of Fresno, favored condemnation, if 
anv rights existed, but the State niu?t hive some 
tribunal to act as its rgent. He was rgrecably dis­ 
appointed in findiog that the Legislature appeared 
b • willing to take hold of this question. No one 
wanted to take away any vested rights. 
When tbe 
proper scheme of irrigation was completed in Fresno 
county, all tho bullion that was ever^ taken out of 
the Comstock wuuld not compare with the value 
of it. 
State Engineer Hall again addressed the commit­ 
tee briefly, and ex-Attoroey-General Hart was called 
upon. 
He said that for ICO years in the United 
Slates the old coramon-law doctrine as to the right* 
of 
riparian 
owners 
has 
prcraikd. 
'lhat 
had been well settled, and had never beeu ques­ 
tioned until lately in the southern part of this 
SUte. He spoke eloquently in faror of tho rights 
of ri ponan proprietors. They owned the running 
streams as much as they owned the cattlo that irraz id 
upon their grounds. The Legislature must start 
first wi'h the proposition that this is propirty, and 
ean only be taken accordinz to law, under the Con­ 
stitution. 
Let them first ha sure that it was a pub* 
lie use, and not a private us ’, for which they pro* 
posed to take a man’s property.

Insect Fest. - 


A representative of the R ecord U nion 
called at the office of the Chief Horticultnral 
Officer yesterday, and was permitted to copy 
the following letter, and 
b I b o Mr. Cookes 
reply. 
The descriptions are copied in full, to 
enable all fruit-groweiB to readily decide as 
the presence of these pests; 
San Lorbkzo (Cal.), January 29, 1SS3. 
M. Cooke, Esq.—Dear Sir: By this nion.iDg’s 
mail I send you a box of via’s containing “canker 
worm history." Vials numbered, and contain as fol­ 
lows : 1, chrysalis; 2, male m oth; S, female moth ; 
4, empty chrysalis; 5, this season’s eggs; 6, last 
season’s egg shells. Have found the above last 
week, except the chrysalis, which was one dug up 
in Jane last; but we found in the ground last week 
good live chrysalis, also shell which I send you. 
The moths appeared first, between Wednesday 
noon, January 24th, and Saturday, January 27tb, 
on trees which had been bandaged as an experi­ 
ment. Counted on one tree twenty-eight female 
moths and four males, all trapped i t the tar which 
bad been placed on the band. Mr. Meek deserves 
credit for trying the experiment. All parties who 
weie troubled here last tear are now engaged in 
bandaging their trees, to prevent any further moths 
laying their eggs. 
Will a strong lye destroy what 
eggs arc now on the tree ? In haste yours truly,

Yours of the 29th inst. at hand, also package 
containing specimens, for which please accept 
my thank?. 
The male moth, two (wingless) 
female moths, and the clusters of eggs de­ 
posited this seasor, are undoubtedly speci­ 
mens of Anisoptcrys pomctaria, or what is 
coo monly known as the fall canker worm. 
The eggs from last season I am inclined to 
think belong to another specio known as 
Anisopteryz 
remata, but later named by 
Professor C. V . Riley Paleacrita remoto. 
There are 
t h r e e sp ecies o f c a n k e r worm s 
Found in the orchards of this State, two of 
which have spread rapidly within the last 
three years, namely, A . pomctaria and P. 
rem ata. 
For practical purposes it is very 
im portant th at you should be familiar with 
the appearance of these species, so as to be 
able to distinguish them readily. 
I t is only 
by a thorough knowledge of the natural his­ 
tory of insect pests that a successful warfare 
can be made for their extermination. 
I will 
take the liberty of calling your attention to 
the following descriptions of these species of 
canker worms by Professor G. V . Riley, U . 
5. Entomologist (Missouri Reports Nos. 7 
and 8): 
. 
Anisopteryz pomctaria, or fall cancer worm : 
Egg—Squarely Cocked at the top, with a 
central puncture and a brown circle near the 
border ; of firm texture, and H id side by side 
ia regular rows and compact batches, and 
generally exposed. 
Larva—W ith a pair of 
short but distinct pro-legs on joint 8. 
Head 
very indistinctly spotted, and dark on top. 
Only six superior, broad aud very distinct 
pale lines, those each side equidistant. Dorsum 
(back) dark, without ornam ent; stim atal 
(sidt) region daik ; sub-dorsal region (be­ 
tween dorsum and stigmata!) pale. Pilieferous 
spots (bearing a single bristle) sub-obsolete. 
W hen rew ly hatched, pile olive green with 
very pale head and cervical shield. 
c h r y s a lis o r pupa 
Formed in a perfect cocoon of fine, densely 
spun silk of a buff color, interwoven on the 
ou'aide with particles of earth ; never break­ 
ing open except by force or purpose.

Anfcentse over 50 j. inte, the longest not twice 
as long as wide, each with one pair* of fa ci­ 
cles of slightly curled hair, etc. 
Abdomen 
without spines and often with a moderate 
brueh. 
Fore wings, upper surface brownish- 
gray, with a purplish reflection, the scales on 
an average longer and more firmly attached 
than iu 
remata. 
H ind wings, grayish- 
brown, with a faint blackish diacal spot. 
Fem ale (wingless)—A ntenrie with over fifty 
joints, the longest hardly longer than broad ; 
uniform in diameter ; without pubescence ; 
body and legs smooth, clothed with glistening 
brown aud white truncate scales intermixed, 
giving it an appearance of uniform, 6hiny, 
dark ash-gray, somewhat paler beneath ; ab­ 
domen tapering rather bluntly behind, w ith­ 
out exfertile ovipositor ; no spines on abdo­ 
men. 
Ths wings cf the male expand from 
one inch to one and oue third inches ; the fe­ 
male’s measure three-sightbs of an inch. 
Anisopteryz pomctaria (Harris), Paleacrita 
rernatalRiley): Egg—Elliptic-ovoid, tho shell 
of delicate texture, and quite yielding, gener­ 
ally appearing ehagreebed or irregularly im­ 
pressed, and laid in irregular masses in se­ 
creted places. Larva—No pro-legs on joint 8. 
H ead distinctly 


mottled and spotted. 
The top pale, and two pale, transverse lines 
in fro.it. Body with eight superior, narrow, 
pal», longitudinal lines barely disccruabe, 
the two lowermost much farther apart than 
ths oth ers; dorsum pale, with median block 
sp o ts; sub-dorsal region, d a rk ; stRm atal 
region, quite p a le ; piliferous 
spots quite

lints generally enlarge into white spots imme­ 
diately in front of them ; when newly hatched, 
dark olive-green or brown, w ith black, eniny 
head and cervical shield.

The P. remata is comraonlv called the 
spiing csnker worm. 
I. W. Ccquillett de­ 
scribes the larva of these Bpecies »» follows : 
Body provided with twelve legs—Pomctaria. 
B .dy provided with cnlyten legs— Ver nata. 
Pom etsria—Body pale greenish, marked on 
the back with a oread stripe, and with three 
white lines on each side c i the body ; below 
the spiracle is a brown line, and below this is 
a white lire ; under part flesh color ; head 
brown. 
Y ernata—Body 
greenbb, marked 
on each side with four whitish lines; head 
mottled pale on the top, and marked on the 
froDt w ith two pale lines running crosswise. 
t h e rem ed ies. 
In all probability the moths come out c f 
the ground in December, or early in January, 
as I found eggs on the 7th inst. 
Yon should 
advise the use cf heavy paper bands tied on 
the trees near the ground and eovered with 
coal-tar, to prevent the females from getting 
up the trees to deposit their eggB. 
These 
bands should be kept on until May, so as to 
capture the females cf the spring moth». 
If 
properly applied I am certain thot a solution 
o? lye—one pound to each gallon—will de­ 
stroy the eg-8 (at ler.et any th at it reache»). 
I have destroyed the cgg3 of the fall army 
worm motb, which are similar in appearance 
and structure. 
Should the females reach the 
branches and deposit their eggs, I would ad­ 
vise, on the first app:arancs of the worms or 
larva:, to prepare a solution of one pound of 
arsenic boiled in five gallons of water, then 
odd fifteen gallons (or on; pound of arsenic to 
each tw enty gallons of water used). 
I had 
excellent succe s with this wash last Besson, 
After the trees v.ere thoroughly sprajed 
twice not a living worm was found. 
I am pleased to le irn th at M r. Meek hae 
taken the m atter in hsnd, and th at his ex­ 
periments are successful. 
The 24 female 
moths cxptured on one tree represents the 
destruction of 3,700 cauker w 'rms. 
The 
yellow cank-’r worm, Hibernia ttfiaria, can 
be destroyed by the same treatm ent.
